C aesar

more than a

a writer. 
He organized all the con­ 
quered provinces with a firm hand 
placing over them Roman Governors 
backed by 
a 
contingent of Roman 
soldiers. 
Instead 
of making him ­ 
self K aiser of all the world he had 
conquered and m aking it do his will 
he was wiser than that. 
He develop­ 
ed the 
Roman law 
and 
organized 
the trium virate at Rome, being one 
of the three in which was lodged the 
power to rule under the Roman law. 
Julius Caesar was stabbed to his 
death by those who excused them ­ 
selves, not th a t they loved Caesai 
less but Rome more. 
Julius Caesar 
made as his heir the son of his sis­ 
ter Julia, Octavius Caesar, who be­ 
came Augustus C aesar at the end of 
the short civil w ar term inating the 
existence 
of 
Brutus, 
and the con­ 
spirators and of Mark Anthony and 
other friends of the Caesars. 
Augus­ 
tus Caesar became the first Roman 
em peror 
and 
all 
the 
world 
paid 
tribute to him. 
The government of 
the provinces was continued as under 
the first Caesar and a 
number of 
short wars 
helped 
to preserve the 
Roman empire and ascendancy of the 
Roman soldier.

It is to bt* noted th a t there are but 
two professions calling for an oath 
of admission, from him who serves 
church and from him who serves the 
law.
